members generally seemed to be of the opinion that the general layout of 
the S.S. was much better than it used to be. That special issues linked 
up with meetings and cther events was a good thing. It was thought that 
we should make strenuous efforts to push the S.S. through Wholesalers, 

by guaranteeing their rate of profit. It was also thought that the 
general decline in the sales of the S.S. had been arrested by the 
improvements in the $.S. Other wembers disagreed with these views, be- 
ing of the cpinion that pictures etc., restrict the amount of written 
propaganda that can be put over.
